Action Still Hasn't Come 
On Hikes on Steel Prices 


WASHINGTON (AP) Presi- 


dent Johnson is apparently re- 
lying more on words than action 
so far to counter any threat of a 
wage-price spiral posed by im- 
pending hikes in steel prices. 


Johnson was something less 


than vehement at a Monday 
news conference in reaction to 
the steel price boosts. 


When a reporter said other 


prices usually follow when steel 
boosts its prices and asked 
whether Johnson planned any 
action, the President replied, 
"We have exercised such rights 
as we had in the matter." 


But he added the administra- 


tion will continue to urge labor 
and business to keep a damper 
on price and wage boosts. 


Otherwise Johnson stood on 


what 
he called "our very 


strong-felt views" as stated Sat- 
urday by Gardner Ackley, his 
chief economic adviser. 


Reacting to a price boost on 


steel sheets announced by U.S. 
Steel Corp. the day before, Ack- 


ley said it represented "another 
turn in the price-wage spiral" 
and called for enactment of the 
tax increase Johnson wants plus 
"more responsible behavior on 
wages and prices by both labor 
and management." 


Boosts Price 


At almost the instant Johnson 


was talking about the steel situ- 
ation with newsmen, Bethlehem 
Steel Corp. announced it was 
following U.S. Steel in boosting 
the base- price of - cold rolled 
sheets—used in the manufacture 
of autos and appliances—by $5 a 
net ton as of Dec. 15.

whether he was considering ask- 
ing Congress 
for 
emergency 


wage and price controls as an 
alternative to his belcagured 
proposal for a 10 per cent in- 
come tax surcharge. 


"No such proposals are under 


consideration at this time," he 
replied. Then he added: 'I say, 
nothing at this time." 


The news conference devel- 


oped without prior announce- 
ment when reporters were ush- 
ered into the Cabinet Room at 
the White House. 


Johnson came in and an- 


nounced his choice of Lt. Gen. 
Leonard F. Chapman Jr. to suc- 
ceed Gen. Wallace M. Greene 
Jr. as Marine Corps comman- 
dant. 


In view of Defense Secretary 


Robert S. McNamara's impend- 
ing departure from the Cabinet 
to head the World Bank, John- 
son was asked whether there 
are any other Cabinet shifts on 
tap. 


"No," 
he 
answered. 
After 


scoffing at speculation that oth- 
er Cabinet resignations are im- 
minent, Johnson added: "I have 
no information that any Cabinet 
officer has any intention of leav- 
ing, but I could conceive of Cab- 
inet officers—one, two, or more

Viet Cong rampaged through a

The U.S. Mission said latest 


reports indicated that about 20 
persons were killed and 30 were 
wounded in Dak Song, about 130 
miles northeast of Saigon. 


First reports had said 300 ; er- 


sons were killed, which would 
have been the worst terrorist at- 
tack reported in the war. But 
Wilbur Wilson, the assistant di- 
rector of U.S. civil operations in 
the area, said later reports indi- 
cate this figure "is much re- 
duced." 


Wilson said the latest report 


was about 20 dead and 30 
wounded. He said 30 or 40 
nomes were burned down by the 
attackers, who were estimated 
to number about 400 guerrillas. 


Wilson said he assumed the

New Hearf Beaf ing Steadily 
Patient' Under Own Steam' 


CAPE TOWN, South Africa 


(AP) 
— The transplanted heart 


of a dead girl beating steadily 
inside him, Louis Washkansky 
was put on a diet of soup and a 
soft-boiled egg today, and one of 
his doctors said he is gaining 
ground. 


"All 
is going as well as any 


open heart operation can be- 
iave," said Dr. S. C. W. Bos- 
man, heart surgery registrar at 
Jroote Shuur Hospital, where 
;he 55-year-old businessman re- 
jcived the heart of Denise Ann 
Darvall, 25, in a five-hour oper- 
ation Sunday. The girl was 
rilled in an auto accident. 


The respirator 
pump that 


iclped Washkansky breathe aft- 
er the landmark surgery has 
jeen removed. 


"He's 
breathing under his 


own steam now," said Dr. Jaco- 
bus Burger, medical supervisor 
at Groote Shuur. 


Washkansky, who doctors said 


probably would have died today 
>r Wednesday of a deteriorating 
heart without the transplant, 
drank water, orange drink and 
milk Monday. He also sp"okc his 
first words'since the surgery, 
saying, "I am feeling much bel- 
ter." 


Heart specialists say the next 


against foreign objects toward 
the week's end. 


To suppress the bodily mecha- 


nism that naturally tries to de- 
stroy foreign objects—such as 
Miss Darvall's heart — doctors 
were giving Washkansky a num- 
ber of drugs. One danger is that 
these drugs reduce a patient's 
ability to combat other harmful 
foreign objects, such as germs. 


"If the heart is rejected by 


the patient," said one specialist, 
"we are at the point of no re- 
turn." 


Dr. Burger commented: "The 


longer Washkansky goes on, the 
better; although that does not 
mean the heart will not be re- 
jected later. The body could de- 
cide in 5 or 10 years' time that it 
doesn't want this heart." 


Washkansky could be kept 


alive by a heart-lung machine if 
his body rejects the girl's heart, 
said one specialist, but only for 
24 hours at the most. 


"I wish Mr. Washkansky Jots 


of luck and hope that he will 
pull through," said Miss Dar- 
vall's father. He gave permis- 
sion for the transplant and saia 
he knew his daughter herself 
would have done so had she 
been conscious before she died. 


A leading Soviet expert on hu- 


man transplants, Prof. V. I. 
Frantsev. 
congratulated 
the 


South African surgeons who per- 
formed the operation and in an 
interview today with the news- 
paper Komsomolskaya Pravda 
said the operation "will have 


great significance for science." 
Soviet scientists were pioneers 
in the transplanting of dogs' 
hearts. . 


The morning bulletin from the 


ihospital said Washkansky "was 
maintaining 
his 
satisfactory 


condition." 


Medical specialists kept a 


minute by minute watch on the 
patient. 


Washkansky's pulse and blood 


pressure are recorded at 15 
minute 
intervals. 
His blood 


gases are analyzed in the morn- 
ing and evening and every four 
hours the sodium potassium and 
chloride content in the blood is 
tested. His urine is collected 
and the volume measured as an 
index to whether circulation is 
good.

The death of Bishop Stanislaus V. Bona 


ends almost six decades of service lie gave 
to his church, including more than two 
decades as head of the Green Bay Roman 
Catholic Diocese.

health, Bishop Bona gave unstinting effort, 
zeal, and attention to the vocation for 
which he started to prepare as a lad in 
high school.

Utility Tax Distribution 


The hearings by the Tarr state govern- 


ment task force on state tax distribution 
policy have served to illuminate some of 
the issues involved in the subject that thus 
far have generated more heat than light, 
including the perennially disputed matter 
of distributing local shares of the tax on 
public 
service 
corporations, 
or public 


utilities. 


At the most recent session of the 


committee in Milwaukee, disputants on 
both sides of the question made some good 
points. 


Defending the present system of giving 


the major share of the property tax returns 
of a public utility to the municipality in 
which it is located, one witness argued that 
those who argue for a change have the 
burden to prove that other corporate 
properties should have their tax payments 
distributed differently also. To illustrate, if 
the city of Milwaukee is entitled to a share 
of admittedly generous receipts of the city

there, why cannot the city of Milwaukee 
claim a share of the property taxes paid 
by a paper company in the Fox Valley, or 
a meat packing plant in Madison, or an 
auto assembly plant in Kenosha? The fact 
that this is a "state" tax on utilities is 
misleading. The state handles the assess- 
ment work only because the legislature de- 
cided many years earlier that the typical 
local assessor is technically ill equipped 
for such a complex task.

Wisconsin's John Doar 


When Robert Kennedy, now the United 


States 
senator 
from 
New 
York, was 


attorney general of the United States he 
was not noted for ignoring partisan job 
patronage 
in the upper 
levels of his 


establishment. Mostly his appointees were 
required to show a record of party service, 
and, more particularly, a record of loyalty 
to the Kennedy political clan. 


Thus it is proper to mention, on the 


occasion of the retirement of Wisconsin's 
John Doar from one of the major and 
surely most sensitive and difficult offices 
in the U.S. Department of Justice, that Mr. 
Kennedy chose to ignore Dear's Republican 
background when he was recruited for the 
department in the first instance seven 
years ago. 


In those years, including four years as 


first assistant in the civil rights division of 
the department, and the last three as head 
of that office. Mr. Doar has shown a total 
commitment to the cause of civil rights and 
notably the rights of the Negro in America 
and its backward South, and a degree of 
personal courage in handling his duties 
that has made him one of the outstanding 
young men in America. No man in the 
history of the department has shown such 
cool courage and persistence in the prose- 
cution of racist crimes. 


Perhaps we should not be surprised. For 


Mr. Doar is a product of thp Wisconsin 


effect in his diocese and permitted the way 
to be paved for subsequent changes. 


Bishop Bona was a builder during his

Bishop Bona, above all else, was a 


deeply religious man with an abiding belief 
and faith in the providence of God, brought 
to fruition by the active participation of 
men in His works. His long life of labor in 
the church, now ended, speaks eloquently 
of his constant attention to this goal and 
the success he achieved in reaching it.

If nuclear energy 
becomes the chief source of means of 
electrical power generation in the future, 
some of the existing facilities will be 
rendered obsolete and the

about 


taxing them will become academic.

PROBLEM MORE ACUTE 
Yet it can be conceded that 


the retailers make a good case 
when they show their own loss 
figures and it becomes plain 
that the problems of pilferage 
and of shoplifting are becom- 
ing more acute each year 
Qaulified witnesses have said 
that unrecovered losses from 
shoplifting are higher than for 
any other crime. 


"We know that the honest, 


hardworking citizens of Wis- 
consin resent having to pay for 
merchandise stolen by profes- 
sionals and a small minority of 
characters who seem to kow 
that our present laws are 
inadequate," says the Wiscon- 
sin Anti-Shoplifting Committee. 


To say that the merchant 


can call a policeman if he 
observes theft on his premises 
does not answer the question. 
The professional shoplifter can 
be miles removed from the 
scene before an officer in the 
tynical locality can arrive. 


But there are also thoughtful 


legislators who worry about 
false arrests and abuse of such 
a law This issue and others 
illustrate the fact that many 
constituents of legislators do 
not always recogni/e — that 
among the thousands of roll 
calls each session, there are 
some that pose difficult choices 
for conscientious men.
